A strong resolution on the mainte-

The proposal has been made be- 
fore the local board of trade that 
the Government should abandon 


the policy of giving homesteads | 


free on conditions of residence and 
cultviation, the feeling evidently 
being that this land might be sold 
and thereby made the means of 
producing revenue. 


The practicability of that de- | 


pends upon the course of future 
events. At present the Govern- 
ment would make little money by 
selling home steads, and unless 
conditions are radically changed 
the prospects of drawing revenue 
from that source would not be 
great. The available homestead 
land is practically altogether re- 
mote from railways, and while va- 
cant farm land within twenty 
miles of railways can be bought 
at prices ranging from $5 to $15 
per acre, the chances of getting 
Government revenue by selling 
homesteads fifty or sixty miles 
from a railway are not good. 


A Nation Pledged to Sobriety 

The United States has adopted 
prohibition as a permanent na- 
tional policy, more than the re- 
quired number of state legislatures 
having approved the amendment 
to the constitution to that effect. 

The republic is to be congratu- 
lated on having decided to con- 
serve the health, morals, happi- 
ness and wealth of its own people 
by suppressing one of the most 
deadly enemies of all these. It is 
not less to be congratulated ‘on 
having given a lead to the world 
in the reformation of social con- 
ditions. 

It isa lead that the nations 
cannot ignore. The United States 
has lately stepped from its posi- 
tion of isolation into the arena of 
world politics. As trade follows 
the flag, its drive for world su- 
premocy in commerce follows as 
a matter of course. With a hun- 
dred million sober people behind 
it, that ‘‘big push’’ will be materi- 
ally stronger than otherwise. The 
challenge to Europe is to sober up 
—in every sense—if it would re- 
tain world leadership. 

The reflex action upon Canada 
will be tremendous. Tariffs not- 
withstanding, the social and com- 
mercial relations of the two peo- 
ples are intimate, and the currents 
of influence flow freely across the 
borden line, That Canada will ‘‘go 
back to booze’’ is more unthinka- 


ble than ever. 


Soldier Teachers 


The Minister of Education an- 
nounces that the Provincial Gov- 
ernment intends to induce as many 
as possible of the returned  sol- 
diers to take up the profession of 
school teaching. Hundreds of 
young men were drawn from the 
high schools and university into 
the army, and thereby prevented 
continuing their courses of study. 
It is felt, however, that the view-

LEAGUES WILL 
BE SEPARATE 


Two Great Combinations Will 
Operate with Comparative 
Independence 


NEW YORK, Jan. 16.—Ths major 
and minor basebal) leagues, parties to 
the national agreement, the founda- 
tion of the professional end of the 
national sport, broke relations after 
a atormy meeting here tonight. 

The magna charta of organized 
baseball was, figuratively speaking, 
torn to pieces, and the two great com- 
binations will In future be bound to- 
gether by an elastic commission 
which permit them to operate with 
comparative independence, 

No prediction was made as to what 
effect tonixht’s progress will have on 
the professional game and the play- 
ers, but leaders of both leagues pro- 
fessed to be highly satisfied with the 
senentional turn affairs had taken 
when tempororay arrangements were 
completed shortly before midnight. 

Under the tentative agreement 
which was entered into tonight, the 
major and minor leagues are to re- 
spect the constructural, territorial and 
reservation rights of each other, with 
the proviso that no minor league club 
shall claim the right to more players 
at any time than the maximum roster 
allowed to clubs in the major leagues 
During the playing season this would 
equal 21 players. 

The draft optional and reservation- 
al agreements of the national agree- 
ment are things of the past, while 
the only way in which the major 
leagues can obtain players from the 
minors will be by direct purchase. 

Carry Herrmann, chairman of the 
National Commission, {n announcing 
the abrogation of the existing pact, 
sald: 

“The national association of pro- 


fessional baseball leagues requested 
changes which we could not and 
would not grant, and when they 


stated that they would be the happiest 
men in the world if they were per- 
mitted to go their own way and at- 
tend to their own business tn the fu- 
ture, we thought best to permit them 
to do as they desired.” 

A new working agreement between 
the major leagues and the National 
Association of Minor Leagues is 
be drafted as soon as possible, and 
pending the completion of this new 
agreement the national agreement 
will remain in force. 

The interests of the major leagues 
in the framing of this new working 
arrangement have been entrusted to 
the National Commission and the 
minor Jeague has appointed a com- 
mittee of seven to represent it in the 
same manner.

SHIPBUILDING 
RECORD MADE 
BY GT. BRITAIN 


Total Output of British Yards is 
Wonderful Record of 
Achievement 


LONDON, Jan. 16.—-In an article on 
shipbuilding the Sunday Observer 


states that the total output of the 
United Kingdom during 1918 of both 
naval and mercantile ships was 1246 
vessels of 1,871,176 tons, and 4,349,- 
260 horse power. 

“The wonder work of the war pe- 
riod,” says the Observer, “is to be 
found, not tn mercantile shipbuilding 
but in naval, and above all things, 
in naval engineering. On the Clyde, 
alone, during the war, 484 vessels 
787,487 tons were constructed as ad- 
ditional ships to the naval strength 
of the country. In this total are in- 
cluded no merchant vessels ordered by 
the government and no general ser- 
vies trawlers, tugs or handy craft 
built on government order. 

Every Kind of War Boat 

“The list is composed of battie- 
ships, battle orulsers, light cruisers, 
destroyers and submarines, together 
with armed merchant cruisers, sea- 
plane carriers, monitors, mine-sweep- 
ers, those new vessels known as 
sloops, which are really little lighter 
than cruisers or low speed destroyers, 
gunboats, patrol boats, hospital 
‘Q' boats, and 
‘PQ’ boats, of which so little could be 
said while the war was on or can 
even yet be sald. 

“The battle crulser Hood was the 
greatest of all our mystery ships. 


| She and the Rodney would have been 


the greatest surprise packages of the 
war, In speed and gunpower they 
were to have exceeded anything 
afloat. Only the Hood, however, will 
be completed, as a great specimen of 
British naval architecture, 

Marine Engineering 

“But it is really in marine engt- 
neering that the year 1918 and the 
have been 
extraordinary. The .twelve months 
record in production of ships’ ma- 
chinery is held by the Walisen- 
Slipway Company, of Wallsend-on- 
Tyne, which turned out engines of 
216,290 horsepower, but other great 
firms have turned out machinery to 
amounts which would have been not- 
able in normal times, 

“The year 1916, howéver, was the 
year of the highest records, the 
Fairfield Company, on the Clyde, 
alone producing marine propelling 
machinery totaling 468,410 horse- 
power. This was the year when 
high power destroyers were being 
turned out almost en masse by all 
firms for the purpose of hunting 
down German submarines and it 
will live for all time in the Industrial 
annals of the United Kingdom as a 
year of extraordinary shipbuilding 
activity and one which contributed 
more than any other to supremacy 
at sea, which ultimately strangled 
Germany and compelled her to cry 
aloud for peace.”
